Philadelphia, July 19.—At the con- 


clusion of the conference 
between 


General Manager Meyers 
and the 


joint committee of the conductors' 
and trainmen's unions on the lines 
east of Plttsburg, it was announced 
by both sides of the dispute that a

settlement 
had 


been agreed on, many misunderstand- 
ings cleared up and the prooability 
of a walkout in all likelihood averted. 


Officers of the railroad company 


declared that the company had not 
yielded 
an inch from the position 


which it has right along maintained. 
The union leaders of the conductors 
and trainmen likewise claimed that 
they had been entirely successful In 
getting the Company to adopt such 
working conditions as the men had 
been contending for. 


The following statement uas is- 


sued by the company after tbe con- 
ference. "At the conference between 
General Manager Myers and the com 
mittee representing the trainmen and 
conductors employed on the Pennsyl- 
vania lines easit of Pittsburg, the gen- 
eral manager again iciterated the 
company's position, explaining in de 
tail just what the company would do 
At a latei confeience the men ac 
cepted the general manager's propo 
silion, which, in effect, was that tht 
company would put into effect work 
mg condilions, including a minimun, 
day, as detailed in the New Yorli 
Central awaul, leaving tbe corupa,

They said that the railroad had mis- 
understood them and that they had 
ne\or fought to be paid $4.04 for a 
10-hour dny. 


The union men contended that all 


they had sought was the consent of 
the company to make a 10-ho-ir day 
the minimum basis of paying wages, 
thereby abolishing the 
prcat-nt sys- 


tem of paj-ing its men a fraction of 
a day's wages for a fraction of a 
day's services.
